THE  PARSONAGE. 


The  title  to  the  Parsonage  being  in  Sir  Richard  Cartwright  without  any  trust  in 
favor  of  the  Parish,  and  subject  to  a  mortgage  of  $630  for  improvements,  it  was  decided 
at  the  adjourned  Vestry  meeting  to  have  the  parsonage  vested  in  the  Synod  in  trust  for 
the  Parish.  A  committee,  composed  of  the  Incumbent  and  the  two  Churchwardens,  was 
appointed  to  make  the  necessary  arrangement  for  a  conveyance  to  the  Synod,  the  Parish 
accepting  the  property,  subject  to  the  mortgage  and  the  life  estate  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dobbs. 
This  has  been  done,  and  the  Parsonage  is  now  the  absolute  property  of  the  Parish.
